It may not be out of the way at this time 
to call attention to the fact that J ustices 
of the Peace will be chosen in all the 
precincts next August. The term of the 
present set of officers will not expire, 
however, until June, 188T. The office of 
Magistrate is one that is not much coveted 
and sought after, but at the same, it is 
one of the most important in the county 
and it is well to select " men of wise 
heads and good financial ability " for the 
position in every precinct. The follow- 
ing from the Lexington Stock Farm is 
to the point, and we commend it to our 
readers I 

" The people seem not to be aware of 
the fact that the County Board of Magis- 
trates is more important to them in a 
business sense than either the State 
Legislature or the United States Congress. 
We are less affected by the corruption 
and incompetency in either National or 
State assembly than we are in this local 
board. The position is in no sense 
political, but the property interests of the 
community demand imperatively that 
incumbents should be conspicuously 
honest and competent. The tax-payer 
who votes to entrust the important power 
of Magistrates to a man whom he would 
not trust even his minor private business 
with, is false to his duties as a citizen. It 
may be said of almost every county in 
the State that both worthy and unworthy 
selections for the office have at times 
a made. And it is well for the peo- 
ple to remember that in the future, as in 
the past, it will cost them money if they 
give incompetents or corrupt ionists power 
to take private property in the name of 
the law." _ 

A Hood Showing- by General Robin so a. 

"The transfer of the United 8t*t«» 
Collector's office of this District from 
Gen. J. F. Robinson, collector under bis 
original oppointment, to himself, as suc- 
cessor under his confirmation and new 
bond, was made yesterday after the close 
of business hours. The transfer was 
superintended by Revenue Agent J. H. 
Hale, who, it is hardly necessary to state, 
found the office in first-class condition 
and number one in the scale of merit. 

General Robinson took charge of the 
collector's office June 8th, 1886. His 
1 collections to date— in just one year 
and one week— foot up the handsome 
sura of $2,442,100,04. an increase over 
the corresponding months of 1884-1885, 
of over $500,000. This large Increase in 
collections wss made without any ad- 
ditional cost of collection over the 
previous year. On the contrary, the 
BA|wii«en of the District have been 
diminished considerably within the past 
year from what they were formerly, 
which is one of the undoubted evidences 
of the fitness of the present incumbent 
for the position. 

" As there has been a disposition in 
quarters, although it is true they were 
rather obscure and far between, to cen- 
sure General Robinson for not having, 
immediately upon his assumption of the 
office of Collector, removed all of the old 
officers, who were, of course, Republicans, 
and appointed Democrats in their places, 
we have gone to some little trouble to 
ascertain exactly what changes have been 
made, and wbo the newly-appointed 
officers are. Out of a total of eighty-two 
officers at present in the District seventy- 
eight are new appointments, all Demo- 
crats, wbo fill places af follows: Deputy 
Collectors, fourteen ; Storekeepers, thirty- 
one ; Storekeepers and Gaugers, twenty- 
one ; Gaugers, twelve. 

"Tlia most zealous partisans could 
hardly find fault with this record, and all 
the more credit is due General Robinson 
for the reason that the changes have been 
so wisely effected as not to jar or disturb 
in the slightest degree the business of the 
Ux-paying public, which has been trans- 
acted and efficiently at all times as though 
not a single change had been made. It 
should also be borne in mind that the 
machinery connected with the collection 
Internal Revenue taxes is -extremely 
complicated in its detail, although com- 
plete and perfectly adjusted in its entire- 
ty, and that it takes men of no mean 
order of ability to satisfactorily rill either 
of the positions of Deputy Collector, Gau- 
ger or Storekeeper. 

The organization of the district, as it 
stands, at present, will.we believe, prove of 
general interest, especially as a complete 
list of the new appointments has never 
before been published, and through the 
courtesy of the gentlemen in the office 
we are enabled to present it below com- 
plete. Taken as a whole r we venture the
